MAY BE CLUB-FOOTED RACE 


Humanity Said to Be Tending Toward 


a Condition by No Means to 


Be Desired. 


Thnt 
the human 
race Is 
slowly 
evolving toward u condition o f eluh- 
footednes* is suggested by Dr. Truman 
Abbe of Washington In the Medical 
Record. 
Doctor Abbe points to the
